Practically a U.S. set which comes 
into Ireland is capable of tuning from ultra- 
short to medium waves, and in sonie cases 
the 1,000 to 2,000 metre band is included. 
American stations at good strength in day- 
light is now no idle boast. Any good 5-valve 
‘‘all-wave *’ super-het will do the trick with- 
out difficulty. 

This feat is not altogether confined to 
American receivers ; for several of the British 
manufacturers also market receivers, which 
will tune in the short wave stations. This 
short wave listening is not in the nature of 
freak listening. Good-quality signals from the 
high-power transmitters are the rule rather 
than the exception, and although occasional 
fooling is more or less inevitable at night 
short wave transmissions possess an enter- 
tainment value uliarly their own. 

The average 5-valve, “all-wave” set costs 
around about £17 10s. I have sed far 
too many of them through my hands one way 
or another not to know that they are good 
value for the money. Those who buy “ all- 
wave” sets this year will be in on “the 
ground floor’! Next season they will be 
commonplace. 


Hire-Purchase Buying 


IRE-PURCHASE buying, which some 

people regard as a curse, can really be 
: a boon to people who have not large 
sums of money to lay out on their wants; 
but who can afford to pay, say, from five to 
eight shillings a week ian instalments. 
It makes ownership of a first grade radio 
receiver possible for them, where otherwise it 
would be completely outside their means. Let 
us particulacise. One famous receiver I have 
in mind possesses all the latest refinements 
in design and construction. It is up to the

Replacing Your Set 

'Y remarks so far have largely con- 
M cerned the person who has not yet 

“™ possessed a receiver. But there are 
the thousands of listeners who possess sets 
ranging in age from four to ten years, and 
which, to say the very least of it, are badly 
in need of replacement. They have rendered 
good service in the past, but have outlived 
their usefulness. There niust be thousands | 
of such sets in existence. 1 hear their anti- 
quated reproduction coming through half- 
open windows and over garden walls. Do 
their owners ever think what they are miss- 
ing? Do they realise just how far radio 
reproduction has progressed in the past few 
ears’ There is such a danger of one’s ear 
banna accustomed to a particular set that 
one's sense oÍ real musical values becomes 
completely blunted. 

I have met people, otherwise sane, who 
prefer the reproduction which they get from 
an old horn loud speaker (1926 model) to 
what their friends get on a moving-coil 
speaker. ‘They have become so accustomed 
to the old speaker that their judgment is 
actually destroyed. This is a very real dan- 
ger, and comes from not moving with science, 
or, shall I say, the times! 

It is possible that when you come to re- 
place your old set with a new model that you 
may expect an allowance on the old instru- 
ment. Don’t bank too heavily on this matter 
of an allowance. Old sets are ten a penny, 
and the dealer has very little use for models 
more than twelve or eighteen months old. If 
you can sell your old set by private treaty 
do so. You will find it more profitable. 


Shop Early 

KNOW that a very large number of people 
| ‘who have half made up their minds about 
purchasing a receiver this Christmas are 
going to be disappointed if they do not get to 
work without delay. Radio shops are, at the 
moment, working overtime in an effort to 
cope with the demand for installations before 
the holidays. The fine programmes arranged 
for Christmas week have received so much 
prominence in the Press that many people 
are determined to have a set by chat time. 
If purchases are not completed by the .oming 
week-end, am afraid that last-minute 
buying will be impossible. This is a “ stable 
tip.” so take heed! 

Radio, as I have said, will figure very 
prominently in the gift line this Christmas, 
but, quite apart from the completed receiver, 
there are many component parts which will 
make acceptable gifts. Kits of parts, valves, 
chokes, tuners, H.T. and L.T. batteries, loud 
speakers, testing meters, etc., would make 
acceptable gifts to the person interested in 
the sone or constructional side of radio. 
or, indeed, as replacement parts in receivers 
which need rejuvenation. 

Radio is the modern gift, and I would 
suggest that you could not do much better 
than visit some reputable radio dealer during 
the next few days. Put yourself in his 
hands, but insist on a demonstration in your 
own home. This is the acid test. If you are 
satisfied with the demonstration, and there 
is no earthly reason why you should not be 
satisfied, you will have the satisfaction of 
knowing that your Christmas gift to the 
family will be as welcome at Christmas next

Buy radio, and have a happy Christmas !

HUSBAND FOR TRIAL ON 
MURDER CHARGE

Arthur Robert Henry Franklin Yoke (66). 
a boot repairer and clogger, of Pontybodkin, 
Flintshire, was, at Mold (Flintshire) Police 
Court yesterday, committed for trial charged 
with the murder of his wife, Margaret Ellen 
Yoke, a cripple, whose body was exhumed on 
November 10. 

At the close of the evidence for the prose- 
cution, Mr. J. B. Marston, who appeared for 
Yoke, gave a dramatic denial to the accusa- 
tion and submitted that there was no case 
to go to a jury. 

The Crown case, he said, was that Yoke 
struck his wife on the head, strangled her 
and set fire to her. 

The case for the defence, he added, is a 
complete and absolute denial of the whole 
thing. Do you think that any jury would 
convict on such evidence as we have had’ 
‘It is bristling with inconsistencies, conflicts, 
supposition. surmises, innuendoes, inferences 
and theories. 

** Why should he kill his wife? We have 
heard that he has been kind to his wife and 
was affectionately disposed to her. Who 
would helieve this man would murder in cold 
blood the woman he loved?’’ 

Mr. H. J. Parham, for the prosecution, 
said, in reply, that there was no doubt that 
Mrs. Yoke met her death by violence and 
arson combined. and he submitted that there 
was a case to answer. 

Earlier in the day Mr. Parham had stated 
that Mrs. Yoke was found dead with exten- 
sive burns in an outhouse of her garden, and 
that Yoke told the police that his wife got 
up to light the fire and her clothes must 
have caught alight.

“PETTY TYRANNY "' 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The Government has issued an order 
debarring persons who have defaulted in the 
payment of rates and cottage rents from keep- 
ing poultry stations or premium buils or 
boars. The value of these premiums, etc.; 
amounts to anything from £5 to £25 per 
anum. The loss of £25 per annum seems io 
me to be rather a severe penalty to impose 
on a person for the simple offence of being 
financially embarrassed. 

The Government claim to be acting on the 
principle that a person who fails to contribute 
to the upkeep of local services should derive 
no benefit therefrom. This principle is 
altogether vicious and unjust. Logically 
applied, it means that a poor person who has 
failed to pay his cottage rent through extreme 
poverty should be refused home assistance or 
medical attendance. It must be remembered 
that the the ordinary law provides ample 
machinery for the collection of legal debts, 
There is, therefore, no need for the Govern- 
ment to pile on additional penalties. The 
people affected by this order are small farmers 
and agricultural labourers, who have been 
deprived almost completely of their. means of 
livelihood as a result of the Government's 
agricultural policy. Now, because they are 
unable to pay their way, they are to be 
deprived of a small source of income that 
would help them to do so. 

It 3s a mean and contemptible form of 
petty tyranny, since it is directed against 
those who are already down and out—it is 
like kicking them while they are on the 
ground.—Yours, etc.,

The study of Irish could be of great 
cultural and educational value, and, under 
the present system, it was wisest to face 
the situation fairly and squarely. 


THE PROBLEM 


Mr. G. Brock, F.C.A., chairman of the 
board of governors, said that every secondary 
school was faced with the same problem. 
If they did not teach Irish, they would not 
obtain the Government grant. The increasing 
scarcity of positions abroad for young men 
made it the duty of the school to open every 
field at home for them. He asked the 
parents to sympathise with the boys in the 
study of Irish, as it would help them in 
the task. They could not get away from 
it, so they should accept it with g grace. 

The report stated that the year had been 
one of continued success for the school.

Room of the National Museum, Dublin, full

A distinguished company assembled for the 
occasion, and inspected with great interest 
between 80 and 100 examples of glass and 
ceramic work exhibited in four show-cases. 
The exhibits are of a fine 1 gu in material 
and des Good art and craftsmanship 1s 
characteristic of all the engraving and orna- 
mentation of the glass; the colouring is 
beautiful in many of the vessels, while in 
others the feature is a brilliant transparency. 

The ceramic work is very varied in orna- 
mental interest. A statuette of a miner 18 
particularly well modelled. There are also 
some attractive animal groups, and as well 
as others, one which shows an inclination to 
Epstein in his bad mood. As a whole the 
exhibits are most worthy of attention, de- 
noting as they do achievement of a high 
order. 


ia MUSEUM'S AIMS 


Dr. A. Mabr, Director of the National 
Museum, declaring the exhibition open to the 
| public, said that they had been glad of the 
opportunity of giving this exhibition, because 
one of the principal aims of the Museum 
was to endeavour to show visitors the artistic 
achievements of other periods and other 
countries. He hoped that this would be but 
the first of a series of similar exhibitions 
illustrating the applied arts. 

He thanked the Czecho-Slovak Government 
and its Diplomatic representative for the 
trouble they had taken in having sent here 
some of the finest examples of their world- 
famous glass manufactures. 

Major Ruzicka, Ozechoslovak Consul, 
thanked the Free State Government and the 
staff of the Museum for the opportunity of 
having this exhibition. The manufacture of 
glass, he said, was one of the oldest branches 
of Czechoslovak industry. The first glass 
works in Bohemia were founded in the early 
eleventh century by a nobleman named 
Gunther. 

To-day Czechoslovakia had about 130 glass 
factories producing hollow, cast and cut glass, 
plate glass, electrical fixtures, bottles, and so 
on. There were also 17 factories producing 
coloured and special glass. No less than 
3,000 lirms were engaged in cutting, engrav- 
ing, etching and painting the raw glass. The 
whole town of Gablonz was virtually given 
over to the production of gay beads and jewel- 
lery, which found their wag to every corner of 
the globe. All this artistic glass industry was 
centered in Northern Bohemia, 


PORCELAIN 


The porcelain industry was concentrated in 
the neighbourhood of Karlsbad, but there 
were also 200 ceramic factories in other parts 
of the country. This branch of the industry 
exported about 70 per cent. of its products 
in normal times. 

Artists and designers for the glass and 
ceramic industry were trained chiefly in the 
School of Arts and Crafts in Prague. Students 
were taught to remain faithful to the old 
traditions, and encouraged to find new ways 
to keep the industry abreast of the times. 

Mr. M. 8. D. Was Keeper of the 
Art and. Industrial Section of the. National 
Museum, said that they were very glad to 
offer that opportunity of exhibiting this collec- 
tion. of beautiful examples of glass and 
ceramics, typical of the art of Czechoslovakia. 
They should be of special interest to Ireland, 
which in former times was renowned for its 

lass-making, and also for the production of 
fine delph. The old glass of Ireland had a 
world-wide reputation, and that reputation 
was well earned. Irish glass in the eighteenth 
century was exported to North and South 
America, the West Indies, Australia, and all 
over the world. If ever a glass house or 
pottery factory were again erected in Ifeland, 
something could be learned by designers from 
the various specimens now on view. It was 
only comparatively recently that flint glass 
had ceased to be made in Ireland. 

“It is hoped that now, when numerous 
new industries are being started in this 
country, that one for glass-making will be in- 
cluded,’’ Mr. Westropp said. '' We have the 
fine flint glass sand, the principal ingredient 
in the manufacture of glass, in this country, 
so have no need to go abroad for it.” 


WATERFORD GLASS 


The sand for the old Waterford glass, he 
said, had been imported, mostly from Norfolk 
and the Isle of Wight. No glass was made 
here from Irish sand, except for a time in 
Belfast. He was sure, if a glass house were 
set a here, that Irish artists could be in- 
duced to assist in creating designs which 
would emulate those on view. Visitors 
should compare the specimens of Irish glass 


in the Museum with the Czechoslovak 
examples.

RETENTION OF CITIZENSHIP 


On the Report 
Bill, 1934, 

Mr. O. GRATTAN ESMONDE (U.I., 
Wexford) said that he would like to ask 
the Minister what could be done to avoid 
the necessity for Irish citizens in Northern 
Ireland having to go over to England. to 
register in order to retain their Irish citizen- 
ship. Perhaps in the Senate some amend- 
ment could be introduced to deal with the 
matter. Something should be done to avoid 
the necessity of Irish citizens born in 
Northern Ireland having to over to 
England to register in the High Com- 
missioner’s office in Piccadilly Circus. 

‘President DE VALERA said that he did 
not think that the deputy realised the pro- 
visions made in the bill to meet the situa- 
tion that he had in mind. People who were 
resident in the Six Counties on December 6, 
g were in the territory of Saorstat 
Fireann, as ascertained and defined by 
judicial decision. The next thing was that 
their children of the first generation auto- 
matically became Irish natural born citizens. 
It was only in the third generation that 
there was need for registration. That regis- 
tration could be done either in the way. 
suggested by Deputy Esmonde or by registra- 
tion in the Foreign Births Register in the 
Department of External Affairs. 

Mr. ESMONDE—Would the President 
ring up Lord Craigavon and ask him if it 
would be a suitable thing to establish a High 
Commissioner’s office in Belfast ? 

The House agreed to an ‘amendment by 
President de Valera, which provided that 
a minor who may have been naturalised by 
one of the parents could exercise his own 
right when he became of age. 


TITLE AMENDED 

President DE - VALERA moved to amend 
the title of the bill to ‘‘ Irish Nationality 
and Citzenship Bill, 1934,” instead of 
“Citizenship Bill.” 

Mr. MacDERMOT (U.I., Roscommon) said 
that he associated closely the amendment 
with the section that proposed to abolish 
the common status possessed by everyone of 
the King’s subjects throughout the British 
Commonwealth. The President and his 
party had accepted in the House less than 
two years ago a motion declaring that the 
voluntary reunion of the Irish Free State and 
Northern Ireland ought to be the principal 
object of Irish statesmanship, and that every 
other constitutional issue should be sub- 
ordinated to that. Although they . had 
accepted that motion, they had acted fre- 
quently in a manner entirely opposed to it, 
and in the Citizenship Bill they had done 
so, with the excuse that they were achieving 
nothing at all—that what they were putting 
into the bill was really just words, The 
President spoke as if he were saving the 
country from some form of degradation by 
declaring that henceiorth it would be im- 
pudent for anyone to allude to us as British 
subjects. The President was not proposing 
that measures snould be taken to stop Irish 
citizens from taking advantage of whatever 
privileges were available as a result of their 
belonging to the British Commonwealth, 


CITIZENS’ PRIVILEGES 

He was not even proposing to make a 
patriotic appeal to them to refrain from 
making use of such privileges. lí he was 
sincere, he would introduce some such legisla- 
tion or make some such appeal. ‘The Fresi- 
dent knew perfectly well tnat there was no 
prospect of obtaimng in any other country 
privileges that were enjoyed by citizens 
vf this country with Great Britain, He 
knew that he was not prepared to offer 
such privileges to other countries, nor 
was be even prepared to offer to 
British citizens in the country the full 
privileges that were available for lrish citizens 
in Great Britain. Even if he were prepared 
to keep the door open as wide on this side 
as it was op the other side, he knew that a 
small country like ours had nothing in equal 
value to offer. What, he asked, would be the 
logical outcome if the President were taken 
seriously by Great Britain! 

The SPEAKER said that he thought Mr. 
MacDermot’s speech would have been more 
suitable on the second reading. : 

Mr. MacDERMOT said that he had not had 
an opportunity on the second stage, as these 
points had only been made by the President 
at the conclusion of the debate. He agreed to 
raise them on the fifth stage. :

He said that the principle of registration 
had been included in the recommendations 
made by a Departmental Committee in 1928, 
but referred only to shops and dealers in 
urban areas. At presert registration would 
be ineffective if so confined. It was necessary 
that milk at the source should be under 
just as close supervision as milk on sale. 
It was to render that supervision effective 
that the amendment was tabled. Under the 
Cowsheds, and Milkshops Order 
there was some regulation. but it could 
hardly be said that the supervision had been 
effective, even in the areas where, relatively, 
it had been most effective. He thought thar 
the only thing which would make it effective 
would be the necessity for the yearly rénewal 
of licences. Registration had not produced 
the required result, but the fear of losing 
his licence would, 

Mr. COSGRAVE (U.L. Cork City) sup- 
ported the amendment. Its purpose, he said, 
was to ensure prope: control over the sale 
ef milk. 

Mr. J. M. BURKE (U.1., West Cork) 
said that there should be some opportunity 
of appealing where licences were withdrawn. 


BILL TO BE WITHDRAWN 


Dr.. WARD, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Minister for Locai Government and 
Public Health, said that since the’ second 
reading of the bill strong recommendations 
had been niade to him. It had originally 
been his intention to include the principle 
of registration, but representations had been 
iwade to the Vepartinent of Agricuiture to the 
efiect that its isclusion woulda involve hard- 
ship on one section of the agricultural com- 
munity. ‘the volume of opinion new being in 
favour of registration he was inclined. to agree 
with its incsusion, but he did not think that 
the amendment before the House would be 
sufficient to deal with all its implications. 

He said that the insertion’ of the amend- 
ment would reqtire some twenty-three or 
twenty-four new sections in the bill. He 
thought that the House would be well advised 
to discharge the Committee stage and have the 
measure withdrawn and re-drafted. 

Mr. BENNETT (U.1., Limerick) asked, in 
the event of the principle of the amendment 
being accepted, would it mean that individual 
producers would be placed under the necessity 
of registering, particularly suppliers of milk 
to creameries. 

The Parliamentary Secretary (Dr. WARD) 
replied that, while power would be taken in 
the bill, it would not operate unless with the 
consent of the Minister for Agriculture. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

The bill, by leave of the House, was with- 
drawn to enable the Parliamentary Secretary 
to introduce a new Measure covering the 
principle of the amendment.

BILL PASSED FINALLY 


On the Committee stage oí the, Rates on 
Agricultural Land (Reliet) Bill, 1934,

The total entries for the 
Civil Service examinations rose from some- 
thing under 3,500 in 1932 to 9,011 in 1933, 
and there had been almost 10,000 in the first 
ten months of the present year. 


£4,000 IN CANDIDATES FEES 

Mr. NORTON (Lab., Kildare) asked the 
Minister the number of candidates that had 
competed in the examination for unemploy- 
ment clerkships, and what income had been 
received from fees for entrance for these 
examinations. Also he asked for details of 
the numbers examined for posts as temporary 
meat inspectors and the amount derived in 


fees. 

Mr. MacENTEE, Minister, said that the 
unemployment clerks’ examination was held 
rin 1 and was not covered in this esti- 
mate. The number of candidates who sat 
was almost 4,000, and the amount received 
‘in fees was almost £4,000. The examination 
was very costly to the Government. 

Mr. NORTON—And also very costly for 
the candidates, because I understand each 
candidate was required to pay a fee of £1. 
That was an extremely high fee. At least 
2,000 people competed in the examination for 
120 posts for temporary meat inspectors. The 
Minister had exacted £2,000 from these

e suggested that the. maximum fee for 
candidates sitting for these examinations 
should be 5s., as a number of the candidates 
were unemployed. 

He also complained about the system of 
having double oral tests for Irish in the 
Civil Service exams. 


THE PROBATION PERIOD 

Mr. MacENTEE, Minister for Finance, in 
reply, said that the invariable rule with 
regard to the Civil Sérvice was that the 
person was appointed on probation, and his 
continuance in the Civil Service was condi- 
tional — the satisfaction he gave during 
the whole period of his probation. 

“It is the policy of the Government,” 
said the Minister, ‘‘so far as. possible, to 
secure that public business will be coriducted 
through Irish. It is not going to be an easy 
ideal to realise, but in any event the use 
of Irish in all departments is growing.” | 

The Minister (continuing) said that quite 
a number of persons who had passed the 
original test had failed on the probationary 
test, and the only way to cure that condi- 
tion was not to make the probation period 
shorter, but to make the probation test as 
severe as the original test. Many civil 
servants on entering had a good knowledge 
of Irish, but had failed to keep it up. 


THE DEMAND FOR IRISH 

So far from it being the policy of the 
ei Government to lessen the demand for 
rish, the whole tendency was to increase 
it, and it would be more necessary as time 
went on. 

The moderateness of the examination fee 
could be gauged by the number of people 
who were prepared to sit for the examination. 

Mr. NORTON said that the Minister was 
conferring a definite advantage on some 
people entitled to sit at examinations. 

“ Any fool,” he said, “with a pound and 
a railway ticket may compete, but the poor 
man with intelligence may find it difficult.’’ 

Replying to Mr. Mulcahy (U.I., Dublin, 
N.), the MINISTER said that the real reason 
for introducing the estimate was that the 
number of applicants for admission to the 
Civil Service had increased, © The total 
strength of the Civil Service was somewhat 
less than it had been on March 31, 1932. 

The estimate was agreed to.

SCHOOLS AND UNIVERSITIES 


The Gaelic League cid not believe that 
they could revive Irish through the medium 
of the schools or the universities. The Gaelic 
League had no confidence in any academy or 
in the universities as a means of reviving the 
Irish language. Trinity College was estab- 
lished to do England's work—the killing of 
Trish—and later on Maynooth College and 
the National University were also sup- 


posed tobe founded for the interest 
of the foreigners. The National Uni- 
versity was in a ay a foreign 


w 
institution, The boys and girls entering the 
colleges were being educated in Irish, but in 
four years’ time they will return to the use 
of English. They did not hope to bring 
back Irish throngh the universities; their 
hope was centred in the primary and 
secondary schools. They should bring Irish 
from the Gaeltacht and scatter it through the 
country. . 

With reference to the economic side of the 
question, the President said that they had to 
provide the means of livelihood for the people 
of the Gaeltacht. He had confidence in 
Senator Connolly, Minister for Lands, that 
he would do his best in the matter, and that 
small industries would be encouraged. 


THE YOUNG PEOPLE 

Mr. J. O'Kelly (“Sceilg”) said that he 
hoped the young people would set them- 
selves earnestly to cultivate the T“h 
language and avoid the pictures. He felt a 
es when he saw the Minister, who should 

ow better, hampering the organisation 
which has served Ireland so magnificently. 
The Gaeltacht question wogld not be remedie! 
by any provincial parliament. The first thing 
to do was to divide the ranches into economic 
holdings, and thus build up the population 
to eight millions. There should be a devolv 
tion of central administration, and the people 
in the country who understand their case 
should have a voice in the Government, 
which should not be left entirely to govern 
from Dublin. The world must be made to 
ring with the. iniquity and the enormity of 
artition. This, he thought, would eventually 
ecome the urgent duty of the Gaelic League, 
so that an Irish-speaking Ireland may be a 
free Ireland from end to end. Ss6oner or 
later the Gaelic League must grapple more 
closely with the problem of public representa. 

Ireland could be made as free and 
independent as it was before the Bfitish 
invasion if the people kept their thoughts 
on the Gaeltacht, wiich is the foundation on 
which the future Ireland must be built. . 

Mr. Martin Cadham, Connemara, main- 
tained that it is the Gaeltacht that would 
eventually save the Irish language. 


PRAYERS IN IRISH . 

The Rev. J. O'Kelly, P.P., Spiddal, said 
that it was plain that if they were to save 
the language they must put their shoulder to 
the wheel in earnest, and if they did that 
they would succeed in double quick time. 
One of the best means of spreading the 
language would be to teach the children to 
sav their prayers in Irish. There were some 
officials of the Free State Government who 
were acting in a way that would bring dis- 
grace upon the Government. English, he 
said, should not be essential for any public 
position in Ireland. A wonderful thing to 
him was how the children that were sent 
to the Gaeltacht last summer from Dublin 
did not speak a word in English while they 
were there. 

Mr. Sean ORuane said that the people of 
the Gaeltacht meant to help themselves. In 
the past the Gaels allowed themselves to be 
starved to death without striking a blow. 
They were going to take over the ranches, 
and the question was what support would 
this League give them. ;

YUGOSLAV CABINET 
CRISIS.

BELGRADE, Tuesday. 


_ After the shock of the assassination of 
its King, followed by the tug-o’-war with 
Hungary before the League Council that 
grew out of the crime, the Yugoslav 
nation was to-day plunged into a Govern- 
ment crisis. 

The Cabinet, headed by M. Uzunovitch, 
has resigned, and consultations which 
Prince Paul is having with Opposition 
leaders show that he is decided to try 
to form a Goverfiment with a broader 
basis. | 

Such a Government would, probably, be 
headed by M. Yevtitch, the Foreign Minis- 
ter, who won such laurels at Geneva, but 
this will depend on negotiations, which 
may be very protracted. 

It is believed that M. Yevtitch will try 
to form a Government in which a number 
ot Opposition leaders will take part as in- 
dividuals, but not as party leaders. — 

A struggle is reported to have been pro- 
ceeding between M. Yevtitch and the re- 
tiring Premier, with the result that the 
former, together with the Minister of 
Agriculture, M. Kojitch, resigned. ‘The 
resignation of the entire Cabinet followed. 


POPULAR FEELING 

There is a strong popular current in 
favour of M. Yevtitch taking the helm 
instead of M. Uzunovitch, the leader of 
the National Party. 

Following the Government’s resignation, 
Prince Paul received M. Kumanudi, the 
Speaker of thé Yugoslav Parliament, and, 
later, M. Alexander Stanojevitch, the 
veteran Kadical leader of the Serbian Op- 
position.

ó am weary crew of the little Norwegian 
4 freighter, Sisto, which is tossing help- 
lessly in mid-Atlantic, with her rudder 
twisted and her bridge gone, will have to 
wait another exhausting night before they 
are rescued, 

All day long the 5,000 tons British 
tanker Mobiloil has been standing by and 
fighting a fierce battle with the ocean on 
behalf of the Sisto’s crew. 

Mountainous seas have been running. To 
calm them before attempting to take off 
the helpless vessel’s men, the Mobiloil has 
been pumping out the oil which later she 
may desperately need. 

This evening the liner New York, which 
is racing to the spot to give assistance, 
picked up a message from the Mobiloil 
which she had just received from the 
Sisto’s captain : ‘‘Consider it too dangerous 
to go in small boat now in such high seas. 
Suggest wait until morning.” 

Meanwhile the Norwegian ship—which 
is only 1,000 tons—is listing badly, and 
great waves are sweeping her from stem 
to stern. 


“DIFFICULT TO HANDLE” 


At 1.30 p.m. the Mackay Radio Station 
had picked up the following message trom 
the Mobiloil: ‘‘ Understand there is no 
immediate danger. Have not sufficient oil 
to pump on sea, and this vessel is difficult 
to handle in present weather. What is 
earliest any vessel with oil. can arrive?”

‘The Lord Mayor of Hull sends loyal and 
respectful greetings to Their Majesties, 
id respectfully pleads on behalf of the 
citizens of Hull for Their Majesties’ inter- 
vention on behalf of Mrs. Major, who is 
to be executed at Hull Prison to-morrow 
morning despite the jury s strong recom- 
mendation to mercy. 

“The impending execution is giving 
great distress to thousands of our women, 
and it is earnestly pleaded that Her 
Majesty may use her influence in mercy 
being shown at this eleventh hour to a 
woman and a mother.”’

and Patrick Drummond, 19 Upper Rock 
street, Tralee; and Patrick Curran and 
Garryruth, Ballymullen, 
Tralee. 

They were charged with membership of 
an unlawful association and riotously 
assaulting Cornelius Fennell], Patrick 
Sheen, Gerald Riordan and Patrick 
Murphy at Tralee on November 29th last. 
There was a further charge of refusing to 
give an account of their movements and 
actions when interrogated by the Civic 
Guards on December 4th. 

When the first charge was being read, 
Richard Eager shouted: ‘‘ Squad, ‘shun,’’ 
and the men in the dock stood at attention. 

As they were asked to plead the men said 
that, ‘‘ as soldiers of the Irish Republic, 
they refused to recognise the Court,’’ and 
all started talking at once as the President 
was directing that pleas of not guilty 
should be entered.

A 
letter showed that his last thought was for 
his parrot. - 

tichard Norris, an actor, of Denbigh place, 
Pimlico, said that he understood that Mr. 
Berefford, who was a friend of his, came 
from Ireland, but he knew nothing about 
his relatives. 

The Coroner (Mr. Ingleby Oddie)—Do you 
know if he was any relation to the Marquess 
of Waterford family? 

Mr. Norris—I rather suspected. 

How was he living; had he any private 
means?—Well, he did not talk very much 
about his personal affairs, He was very 


reserved. ; 
Mr. Norris said that his friend had 
mentioned financial difficulties. He had 


various outstanding bills to his tailor, shirt- 
maker, etc. He was under the impression 
that he received money from his mother in 
lreland. He had mentioned a woman named 
Mrs. Hill. During the last fortnight he 
had been depressed. On Wednesday he said 
that he was going to lunch with a gentleman 
named Basil Woodburn. 

The Coroner's officer said that Mr. Wood- 
burn had not been traced. 


VISIT TO CLUB 


James Dunn, a zoologist, staying at a 
hotel in Russell square, as Fa W.C., said 
that he had known Mr. Beresford for about 
a month. Early on Thursday he met him 
in a club called “The Nest,” Kingsley 
street, London, W. They were standing 
by the soft drink bar discussing a song that 
was being sung, and Mr, Beresford 
felt rather deeply about the rendering. 
They left the club in a taxicab about 2.40 
a.m., Mr. Beresford dropping witness at his 
address. He had told him that he was not 
so well off as he used to be and that he 
could not afford to go to Paris. He said that 
he only went abroad when he had a Jot of 
money, so that he could ‘‘do himself well.” 
For some time past he had not been so gay 


‘ as he formerly was. 


The Coroner—Did he ever speak about any 
love affair that he had? 


From what I cathered, he was rather bitter 


against nearly all women. 

Other evidence was given that Beresford 
was found dead in bed, ‘There was a tumbler 
and a wine-glass on a table and a Sealed 
letter on the mantelpiece. There was also 
a bottle containing some tablets in the room. 

It was stated that Mr. Beresford owed 
£85 17s. 6d. rent, which Was five and a half 
guineas a week. He had been asked for 
part payment. 

Dr. John Taylor, ‘pathologist, said that 
death was due to some narcotic poisoning, 
such as would be caused by one of the bar- 
bituric class of drugs. 


THOUGHT FOR PARROT 


The Coroner read a letter addressed to the 
manager of the flats, in which the man 
wrote :— | 

“I entrust my parrot, Bagshot, to you) 
Attend to him with great care, as I have 
done. See that he is always warm in the 
winter time and cool in the summer, well 
covered at a regular hour for the night. See 
that he is supplied with seeds and fresh 
water, and not given too much food, to which 
he is unaccustomed. 

“TH it is inconvenient to you to keep him,

The manager of the block of flats in which 
Beresford stayed said that he knew very 
little about Mr. Beresford’s private life. He 
knew that he received large remittances ct 
intervals, but he did not know where they 
came from. Beresford paid his accounts 

romptiy after receiving the remittances, and 
‘veld rather a gay life. On the Wednesday 
before his death he mentioned to Beresford 
that his bill was getting a little high. Beres- 
ford replied : ““ Yes,” and said that he must 
make inquiries about his money. 

He saw Beresford again that night for a 
few moments, Next day he found him dead 
in bed. 

Beresford left a very large wardrobe of 
good quality. 

A member of the Marquess of Waterford’s 
family told a Press Association reporter that 
Beresford was not in any way connected 
with the family. 

“We have never previously heard of the 
man,” it was stated.

Christ 
Church, Londonderry, addressing the Ap- 
prentice Bcys gathered in Derry Cathedral 
to-day, when the 246th anniversary of 
the Shutting of the Gates was held. The 
Apprentice Boys of Londonderry were joined 
by brethren from various parts oí the North, 
and the anniversary was celebrated with all 
the time-honour ceremonial and with 
greater enthusiasm than ever. 

A: procession was formed on the Mall Wall 

and marched to the historic Cathedral of the 
Siege, where the anniversacy Service was 
held,

THE BIGOTRY CHARGE 


The Rev. J. G. MacManaway, in the course 
of a powerful sermon, said :— 

“We live in an age which has no great 
use for ‘those inspired by their Christian 
faith, as the heroic men of the past. Ii you 
hold strong convictions about anything to- 
day, you are almost. certain to be labelled 
a bigot. or a fanatic, not alone by your 
enemies, but by your friends. A bigot errs 
in allowing his convictions to influence him 
to such an extent as to act unfairly towards 
those who differ from him. But those who 
bring this charge of bigotry most readily are 
frequently past-masters in this art them- 
selves—men who have forgotten more about 
the practice of intolerance than most. of us 
ave ever likely to learn. Bigotry, regrettable 
as itis, is preferable to that cold indifference 
to great issues which so often masquerades 
under the guise of broad-mindedness The 
bigot is, at any rate, a man; but the in- 
different are spiritual degenerates. 

“To day! you “have assembled here to 
honour the memory of mien who, though 
small in numbers, have written their names 
large in blood and sacrifice in the history 
of that struggle which has not yet ended for 
civil and religious liberty in this land. . 

“ Derry is a small city, but no other city 
in the Kingdom has played such a decisive 
part in determining the religion of the British 
Empire and the British Throne as this ancient 
city of ours. It is an object lesson for-all 
time of what can be accomplished by a small 
number of people when that small number is 
inspired with a living faith in the righteous- 
ness of their cause and in the overruling 
Providence of God. 

‘‘One hears it stated sometimes that it 
would be far better if these battles of long 
ago were -buried.in oblivion, but those who 
speak such like this are either woefully 
ignorant or deliberately indifferent as to the 
fate of our religion both now and in the 
future. ? 

“One fact is forced’ upon us everyday we 
live, and that is that the struggle for re- 
ligioug and political freedom for us and ours 
did not cease with*the Relief of Derry, It 
is still being waged. “Our forefathers  re- 
sisted shot and shel], famine and starvatron, 
and they were suecessful.. To-day a man 
must be very blind indeed if he does not see 
that no alternative is being given to us but 
of seeking to maintain the trust handéd down 
to us or surrendering to the very forces to 
whom our forefathers refused to surrender. 


SUBTLER WEAPONS 


“The Siege of Derry is still going on. It 
has never ceased. That siege is not being 
pursued to-day with cannon ball and musket, 
but with far more subtle weapons, whose 
efiiciency is in no way diminished by being 
less spectacular. Those who are opposed to 
us may have realised that the walls may not 
be razed by a frontal assault, but they have 
fallen back upon the strategy of capturing 
the city by a gradual infiltration, and that is 
a strategy which if not guarded against, will 
in the end accomplish what the besiegers in 
1688 failed to achieve. : 

“It is a pure delusion for anyone to 
imagine that if the members of our faith ever 
became a minority in this province that 
matters will proceed smoothly as before, and 
that our liberty of faith and conscience will 
not be endangered. The events in our land 
in the past twenty years indicate in no un- 
certain manner what awaits us here in 
Northern Ireland if those who.differ from us 
should one day sit in the seat of Govern- 
ment. 

‘‘We occasionally hear it stated that our 
.o-religionists in the Free State are quite 
fairly treated, and that there is no dis- 
crimination against them and so on. Well, 
| know the Free State very well indeed, and 
I have as many friends there as in Northern 
Treland, and all I can say is that such stzte- 
ments are to the best of my belief untrue. 
A loyalist will be tolerated to-day in the 
Free State provided he keeps his convictions 
to himself. He will not be interfered with 
aggressively, but every safeguard that was 
devised in his interests at the time of the 
Treaty has been torn up like a scrap of 
paper, until to-day they are seeking to filch 
even his birthright from him. He knows 
nerfectly well that there is no future there 
for himself and his family. Whatever wrongs 
may be inflicted upon them our people in the 
South must suffer in silence, or take the 
very probable chance of injury to themselves 
and their ‘property 

“These celebrations must be a warning to 
all else that we are as determined as ever 
the men of 1688 were that the Protestant 
religion and the liberties of England we shall 
maintain for ourselves and for those who shall 
come after us, and that we are not going to 
be squeezed out of the land of our fathers 
by anyone. 


IRISH AND PROUD OF IT 


“I am an Irishman through and through, 
and proud of it, and I believe there are no 
people in the world to compare with the Irish, 
North or South. 

“I believe that one day our brother- 
Irishmen will awaken from their centuries-old 
slumber; one day they will begin to wonder 
why the right of free inquiry is restricted by 
an index expurgatorius; one day they will 
begin to ask why they have been discouraged 
from studying the title deeds of Christianity, 
the Holy Scriptures; one day they will ask 
why they have been told that the appeal to 
history is treason. 

“When that day comes Ireland will for- 

sake medieval Christianity and return to the 
faith and creed of St. Patrick—the same faith 
and creed which we profess to-A,v., 
_ ** But so long as the majority. of our nation 
is content to be ruled both spiritually and 
Bae ae foreigners we must live in the 
spirit of 1688, and that spirit then, and now, 
and for ever is ‘No surrender  ”

in the Nazi Party and its organisa- 
tions during the past. fortnight, and a 
number of other unexplained happenings, 
are producing an atmosphere of such 
uneasiness here, especially in party 
circles, that the wildest rumours are 
being circulated and credited, | 

The Vienna story of a woman’s attack 
on. Herr Hitler, already emphatically 
denied and ridiculed, is. only a sample of 
these. i 

The police state that nothing more has 
been taking place than a campaign against 
offenders against Paragraph 175 of the 
Criminal Act, which concerns homo- 
sexuality. 

A number of Hitler Youth leaders are 
believed to have been arrested, and other 
arrests are reported to have been made in 
connection with a spy case, but here again 
no confirmation is available. 

In Thuringia this week-end the §.5S. 
(Black Guards), who also supply the 
Hitler police detachments, received an 
alarm order to be ready: for instant duty. 

The Black Guards went into theatres, 
carbarets and cafés on Saturday night 
and, after interrupting the performances, 
announced that all 8.8. men must report 
instantly for duty in uniform and armed 
with revolvers at a certain place. 

To the men thus assembled, represen- 
tatives of the Reich headquarters read 
out an Order of the Day that tho 8.58. 
men must be prepared for such alarms 
in future, with special reference to the 
tension occasioned by the Saar plebiscite, 


NO LEAVE STOPPAGE 

Two announcements to-day are regarded 
in official circles as adequately refuting 
foreign Press reports of leave being stopped 
in the Reichswehr with an eye to an 
‘impending crisis.” The announcements 
are :— : 

That the Reich railways have got into 
touch with the Reichswehr to find out 
how many men are going on leave in the 
various regions, so that they can make 
arrangements to cope with the heavy 
Christmas traffic. 

An order by the Chief of Staff of the 
Storm Troops that the qutestion of 
Christmas leave for the men is left to 
the Divisional Commanders, who will 
issue regulations, for “the units under 
them.

WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

HE House of Lords.to-day concluded 
a their four days’ debate on the Govern- 

ment motion asking for approval of the 
recommendations of the Joint Select Com- 
mittee on Indian Constitutional Reform. The 
Marquess of Salisbury had proposed an 
amendment asking that the consideration of 
the Committee’s recommendations should be 
postponed until they had been embodied in 
concrete form in a bill. 


The debate was resumed by Lord Hastings. | 


He said that it was easy to criticise the 
recommendations, but it had been proved very 
difficult to find an alternative. 

Lord Renneli said that. he quite appreciated 
the grave dangers of giving effect to the 
recommendations, but the difficulties, in his 
opinion, were far less formidable than the 
difficulties which would confront us if the 
recommendations were rejected. 

LordLloyd, speaking from his own ex- 
perience, doubted whether responsible govern- 
ment was suitable to any country in the East, 
least. of all. was it suitable to India. Le and 
his frieuds,. he said, were very much opposed 
to the federal solution of the question... A 
strong central government in one form or 
another was absolutely essential to the good 
working of provincial autonomy. The situation 
was very dark, and there were grave dangers 
in handing over 360,000,000 people to an 
entirely inexperienced form of Government. It 
was ama-ing that a body of men like the 
Select Committee should assert that there 
could be no real responsibility without the 
effectual transfer of law and order. Too much 
reliance was placed on safeguards, hnd 
moderates in India had expressed their in- 
tention of whittling down the safeguards as 
soon as they sidadties could. They should 
beware of playing with politics in India. They 
had been told that they must go forward, 
that they could not go back, That was the 
argument that actuated the Gadarene swine. 

The Marquess of Reading said that he con- 
sidered that in some respects the recom: 
mendations of the Committee were an im. 
provement on the White Paper, especially 
those dealing with precaution against terror- 
ism. Federation was the dream of India. The 
key of the door was in the hands of the 
Princes, and until they unlocked it the British 
Government were powerless. If they rejected 
the proposals put before them now they would 
do infinite harm to India. 


LABOUR ATTITUDE 

Lord Ponsonby observed that the expression 
dominion status had been avoided by the 
Government spokesmen. “That, he said, had 
caused a certain amount of suspicion in regard 
to their intentions, and it would seem that 
the Government, had gone out of their way to 
consult the ‘‘diehards ” of the Conservative 
Party. In regard to the vote that was to be 
taken,, noble lords brought up for this ocea- 
sion from all over the country could easily 
defeat the Government. There were from 200 
to 400 spare ones. How could a vote of this 
character be taken seriously? They on that 
ms Óga the House would refuse to participate 
in it, 

Viscount Hailsham, replying to the debate, 


said that the Government were honouring a 


pledge to which every party in the State was 
committed. <A policy of drift was not one of 
safety, but of the gravest danger. He did not 
suggest there were no risks in the course the 
Government were proposing, but this was a 
problem that had got to be solved, and the 
worst way, of solving it was to ignore its 
existence and refuse to do anything at all. - 

Lord Sualisbury’s amendment was reiected 
by 239 votes to 62, and the Government 
motion was carried.

‘Northern Ireland motorists to-day received 
notification that the Northern Ministry of 
Home Affairs has introduced new regulations 
under the recent Motor Vehicles and Road 
Traffic Act,.which will come into operation 
in the new year. 

Under... the . regulations, . insurance com- 
panies will not be in á position tó make it 
a condition. of acceptaice of ‘liability that 
insured persons must not be of a particular 
race, nationality, religion, ‘or oecupation. 

Another new provision is that there must 
be no limitation im the policies as to the ex- 
perience of a person driving a vehicle, —. 

Some policies also contain the provision 
that in tle event of the ,insured having an 
endorsement on his licence the company can 
repudiate liability in respect of an accident. 

‘As a driver can now have his licence en- 
dorsed for various minor offences, such as 
having a dirty identification plate, this pro- 
vision is also being negatived. 

These clausés are new in so far as both 
Northern Ireland and Great Britain are con- 
cerned. ' i 

The regulations, which. are otherwise some- 
what similar to those in operation across the 
Channel, also provide that the insurance com- 
panies cannot repudiate liability if a vehicle 
is nob in good! condition, or if more than one 
person, is carried on a motor cycle. 

'The: 'régulations also provide that certifi- 
cates of insurance must be issued by autho- 
rised insurance companies, and drivers can 
find out at the Ministry, or the nearest police 
barrack, whether the company: with which 
they are insured is án authorised one.

Sumner, Eglinton road, Donnybrook, Dublin, 
the defendants being Ethel Alicia Sumner 
and Rosemary Sumner, of Ranfurley avenue, 
Bangor, Co. Down; Ernest McMullen and 
rpg Crawford Browne, both of Bel- 
ast. 

Mr. Arthur Black, K.C., M.P., said that 
his clients were the trustees of a deed of 
settlement executed on October 30, 1933, be- 
tween John Freeman Sumner, on the one 
art, and Ethel Alicia Sumner and Rosemary 

umner, his wife and daughter respectively, 
on the other part. - 


ACTION TO SET ASIDE 


On March 26 of the present year the hus- 
band issued a writ to have set aside the 
settlement. which comprised £4,000 Imperial 
Tobaeco - Co., -Lid., Ordinary Stock and 
£4,500 Tyre Investment Trust Seven per 
Cent, Preference Stock. Since the settlement 
the only dividend paid to the women de- 
fendants amounted to £95 17s. 11d. on the 
Tyre Investment Trust Stock and on Sep- 
tember 6 last interest amounting to £300 on 
the Imperial Tobacco Stock had been paid 
by the company, but this had not yet been 
he to the two women, who were the only 
beneficiaries under the deed.

Mr. Justice Megaw inguired as to the 
terms on which the parties to the settlement 
lived before its execution. 

The. Attorney-General said that not only 
had thery been a divofce before that date, 
but there had also been an Act of Parlia- 
ment in the matter. 


SETTLEMENT BINDING 


After a long legal argument, Mr. Justice 
Megaw said that the settlement on the face 


of it was binding, and must be bind- 
ing until it was set aside. An action 
had been brought to have the settle- 


ment set aside on the ground that it should 
be declared null and void and part of a 
collusive bargain to obtain a divorce. How 
far that was an available defence he was not 
called upon to decide in the present applica- 
tion. He understood that proceedings of a 
like nature had been brought before the 


Lord Chief Justice, who had determined 
that he would not regard it as a 
proper defence and would proceed as if it 
were not on the files of the Court. 


It seemed very strange that a defence was 
made by an apparently reasonable man, who 
had come into Court to obtain justice, that 
the agreement was entered into for the 
purpose of defeating justice, and that would 
leave him open to be indicted on a very 
serious charge. The Plaintiff's whole case 
was based on that. He (Mr. Justice Megaw) 
could not assume that the plaintiff had been 
guilty of what he charged himself with. 
He could not assume that if the plaintiff 


‘had done so that that would be a defence. 


and enable him to interfere with the status 
quo created by the settlement into which 
the plaintiff entered. 


“A STRANGE THING ” 


Accordingly he must regard the settlement 
for the present as good, and he was of the 
opinion that the trustees should act on it 
until it was set aside. It would certainly 
be a strange thing if the plaintiff could 
impeach the settlement and take it from 
court to court, and by a series of delays 
virtually deprive his former wife and his 
daughter of anything in the nature of main- 
tenance during the proceedings. Accordingly 
he gave a direction that the trustees, who 
were the applicants in the present matter, 
should pay the income arising from the trust 
funds to the persons entitled under the 
settlement until further order. As to the 
costs, he declared the trustees entitled to 
their costs from the fund, and reserved the 
whole question of costs of the application 
pending determination of the action.

There was a dramatic ending at Sussex 
Assizes, at Lewes, yesterday, to the case 
against Sir Oswald Mosley, leader of the 
British Union of Fascists, and three other 
members of the movement. On the direction 
of Mr. Justice Branson the jury found all 
four “ not guilty.” and they were discharged. 
This sudden ending to the proceedings came 
at the close of the case for the prosecution, 
when Sir Patrick Hastings, K.C., for the 
defence, submitted that there was no evidence 
against any of the defendants. 

The Judge held that the submission was 
well founded, and directed the jury to find a 
verdict of “not guilty.” 

He said that the jury had handed him a 
document which read :—‘‘ The jury is agreed 
that no evidence has been given which makes 
any case for the prosecution, and the jury 
begs respectfully to submit that there should 
be no necessity to hear any evidence for the 
defence.”’ 

Sir Oswald, with William Joyce, Captain 
Charles Harry Bentinck Budd, and Bernard 
Mullan, had been accused of riotous assembly 
at Worthing on October 9th, and they had 
all entered denials.

His board had therefore decided to seek 
powers to rename the company “ Mail and 
General Trust, Limited.” It is no secret 
that the decision to change the name of the 
company has not pleased some shareholders, 
They maintain that, although the trust is 
acting wisely in broadening the basis of its 
investment, it still holds over 5,000,000 shares 
in Associated . Newspapers, Limited. A 
number of shareholders have represented to 
the board that it would be injurious to the 
interests of the company to drop the name 
‘* Daily Mail ” at a time when it is obvious 
that Associated Newspapers are earning 
eg: far in excess of anything which has 
een known since the beginning of the great 
depression.

VESSELS IN TROUBLE 


From Our CorresPonpeEntT. 
WATERFORD, Tuesday. 
With coal bunkers almost empty and 


scarcely sufficient coal to generate steam 
enough to bring her up the harbour, the 
1,000-ton Swedish vessel Benlos crawled 


slowly into Waterford port to-day, 
The Benlos left Aalborg, Denmark, over 
a fortnight ago with a cargo of cement, 
art of which was for Galway and part 
or Waterford. When she reached the 
western coast of Ireland she encountereti 


heavy seas and violent gales, and was 


buffeted about by heavy seas off the 


Galway coast. As a consequence she 
missed the tide suitable to enable vessels 


of her draught to enter the port of 


Galway. Her master, Captain J ohnnson,’ 
states that on reaching Galway he was 


confronted with the extraordinary fact 
that when he missed the particular tide 


on which he expected to bring his vessel 
into port he must wait another ten days 


for suitable water. The unusucl delay 


outside Galway Harbour and the subse- 
quent heavy seas encountered on the 
voyage to Waterford exhausted his coal 
supply, which, in the ordinary way, would 


have been sufficient for six days. 


The s.s. Great Western (Captain Owen) 
due in Waterford to-day Sei Fishguard, 
was delayed close on four hours owing to 
the severity of the weather outside tho 
harbour, On her voyage she ran into 
some exceedingly heavy seas and ploughed 
through a south-westerly gale, the velocity 
of which was estimated at not less than 


eighty miles an hour.

‘TRE modern jeweller’s shop is by no 
means an establishment limited to 
the sale of precious stones and chrono- 
meters. The Christmas shopper in search 
of gifts, having acquired her drapery goods 
and toys, has no need to proceed much 
farther than the jeweller’s to purchase the 
rest of the things she requires. 

The Dublin jewellers’ shops are full of 
inspiration. “The person who complained 
that she could “ see nothing she wanted '' 
would surely be lacking in imagination if 
she made such a remark after visiting any 
of the leading establishments. 

There are articles there for the husband, 
the wife, for the kitchen, for the study, 
the drawingroom, thé diningroom, the 
bedrooms, the nursery, for every type and 
age of ‘relative and iriend, and the prices 
range from the extraordinarily low to the 
moderately high. There is such a variety, 
indeed, that.it sometimes becomes difficult 
to make a choice from so many tempting 
articles. 


A Busy Time 


It-was pleasing yesterday to find that 
all the establishments. visited were doing 
a splendid business, and, while this 
limited the possibility of discussing at any 
length the wares of the jeweller with the 
heads of departments, one had but to look 
around to see the great array or goods and 
their strong’ attraction. 

At one place we were told that a feature 
of this year’s trade was the newly-dis- 
covered popularity of the flexible bracelet, 
which is now obtainable in many different 
forms.
